One large section

Where the principal loss of life oc- 
curred, was entirely wiped out. Re- 
ports from the surrounding country 
show that the destruction of life and 
property -was widespread, and the list 
of dead and injured is growing con- 
stantly. A storeroom has been con- 
verted into a temporary morgue and 
at 9:30 twenty-four dead bodies had 
been brought in.

TERRIFIC STORM. 


Yesterday afternoo: 
had been hoi 


ind oppressive, the atmosphere load- 
>d with electricity. Late in the even- 
ing a terrific rain storm broke over 
ihe town. The rain continued to fall 
In torrents until 11:55 last night when 
the tornado struck. Within less than 


v Hve minutes it had wrought' its ter- 
. rible work and passed 
.on. 
Tele- 


traph and telephone wires were car- 
;ied down and it was several hours 
before the outside world could 
be 


apprised of the plight of the city. 


It was not until S o'clock that phy- 


itclans and surgeons began arriving 
Erom 
surrounding towns.

meantime- dozens ot willing hands set 
.10 work to clear away the debris and 


' tttricate the uead and injured. 
The 


Iwedlsh Lutheran parsonage and sev- 


eral private residences , were

into temporary hospitals,

Olaf Olsen and laid 
out 
in 
rows, 


awaiting identification. 


DISTRESSING SCENES. 


Just before daybreak a representa- 


tive of the Associated Press made the 
rounds of the different places. In.one 
room in the Lutheran parsonage he 
found six injured and in an adjoining 
room were five corpses of persons who 
had died from injuries after they had 
been brought in. 
In half a dozen 


other 
houses 
similar scenes were 


found. Dr. Lund, the Lutheran pas- 
tor/ was passing about among 
the 


suffering, ministering to their com- 
fort, while two score other persons, 
working under his direction, cared for 
the injured at other points. 


When the missing in Marquette had 


been pretty thoroughly accounted for 
the searchers directed their attention 
to the surrounding country. 
Soon 


half a dozen wagon loads of dead and 
Injured had been brought to the town 
from the district adjoining it on the 
south. 


NARROW ESCAPES. 


The sufferers .tell • of many- narrow 


escapes from death. lone Saileen, th^ 
Infant daughter of Charles .Saileen, 
was lifted"in.her,.-bed'arid' carried to 
the middle of the street, receiving only 
a few scratches. Saileen and his wife 
were dangerously injured. 


The mattress upon which the baby 


daughter of the Rev. Smith lay 
was 


doubled up in such a manner as to 
cover the child and protect it from 
falling timbers. In spite of the 
de- 


struction of the Smith house, the en- 
tire family escaped uninjured. 


Mr. and'Mrs. O. S. Ellvin were car- 


ried on their bed a distance of 500 feet 
and laid d'own without being seriously 
injured.

walk in front o£ the building: 


Elliott, with the assistance of Koma- 


taro Takato, a Japanese, immediately 
began to fight the fire, and had 
it 


pretty well under control 
when the 


fire department arrived on the scene. 


According to the story told by Fire 


Chief Ball to the Grand Jury, it looked 
to him when he arrived as If a deliber- 
ate attempt had been made to burn 
the whole building 


There was what he termed a "fire 


train" the full length of the building, 
consisting ot shavings, rags, 
paper, 


cans partly filled with oil and a variety 
of inflammable 
materials. 
The 
fire 


started under a sink at the rear of the 
building and the train led away from 
it clear to .the 'front of the building, a 
diirtance of about eighty feet 


He stated that when be arrived there 


the fire was pretty well subdued, but 
he noted the arrangement of the place 
and this ridge of materials running 
along the center of the floor. 


M. Heynemunn, the adjuster for the 


insurance company, stated that Dohr- 
mann had hir, paints and brushes and 
fixtures in the place insured for I1EOO. 
He said that When'he went oyer to 
look at the place he found out what i 
looked to him to be a very peculiar 
arrangement of things -and - he con- 
cluded not to pay the 
demand 
for 


damages and brought the matter to the 
attention of the jurors.

STRIKE

Another strike of even ereater Import- 


The Crane Com 
pany, controlling most of the material in 
the steamfittlng and gasfittlng industries, 
may be involved through the discharge 
of two drivers who refused to deliver ma- 
terial at the Marshal Field building. 
The Crane Company employs a large

IS AGGRESSIVE. 


While the strike was today assuming a 
more threatening attitude, the Employers' 
Teaming Company Is'becoming increas- 
ingly aggressive. Today 1800 teams were 
sent out and the company promised to 
furnish teamsters to do the work of all 
drivers who quit. The delivery of retail 
goods was further extended and the num- 
ber of deputy sheriffs and special police 
was increased. 


IS ATTACKED. 


Although surrounded by six guards, a 
non-union teamster was knocked off his 
wagfin today and severely Injured by 
strike sympathizers. The victim was Jo- 
seph St. John, who was attacked while 
driving | one of the Peabody Coal Com- 
pany's wagons near Klniie street bridge. 
He suddenly found his way blocked oy 
teams manned with union drivers, while 
rocks were hurled by strike-sympathizers 
in a crowd that gathered:

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Improving the Ferry Service. 


It is gratifying to learn that the Southern Pacific proposes to 


give the district on this side of the bay an improved and increasec 
ferry and local railway service in the near future. While the new 
schedule just announced does not quite accord with the request o 
the Merchants' Exchange for an all-night service, it is a long step 
toward it, which testifies that the Merchants' Exchange has not 
labored in vain. 


In many ways the proposed schedule adds to the public con- 


t«nience. It extends the night service from 12 35 a. m, to 1:2O a. m. 
while the day service will begin at 5 -.30 a. m. instead of 6, as hereto- 
fore. During the day boats will run every twenty minutes on both 
ferries, and at night trips will be made every forty minutes, giving 
a ten-minute service during the day and a twenty minute sen-ice dur- 
ing the night This arrangement will obviate the exasperating waits 
for trains, and in many other ways will make trans-bay travel more 
expeditious and convenient. 


The announcement of this improved service is proof that the 


Southern Pacific is alive to the growing importafice of the communi- 
ties on the Alameda shore, and proposes to enlarge its facilities to 
correspond with the growth in population and the development of 
general business. 


Oakland -is going ahead by leaps and bounds, and no common 


carrier'engaged in local passenger transportation can afford to "neglect 
a field so inviting and so full of future possibilities. Hence we see 
the'ferry companies vieing with each other in extending rapid transit 
facilities. Perhaps, too, some of their diligence is due to the project- 
ed advent of the Western Pacific, which will pierce the city from 
East to West, skirting the harbor front all the way. 
Its terminal 


station at the head of the jetties will enable it to establish a ferry and 
compete for tocal traffic in case that is deemed desirable. Although 
it is announced that the Western Pacific does not contemplate in- 
stituting a local service at present, it must of necessity run a ferry 
boat at intervals to accommodate the travel on its trains, and this 
boat will naturally afford additional accommodations for the local 
traveling public. 


At any rate the people of Oakland and vicinity are to be con- 


gratulated on the outlook. It may be truthfully added that the 
farorable attention we are receiving from the transportation interests 
is largely due to exertions of the Board of Trade and the Merchants 
Exchange. Both these bodies have labored diligently and effectively 
to build up the community and enlist capital in the business develop- 
ment of this section, and are entitled to the hearty thanks and support 
of the community. 


The celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of Schiller's 


death has one good result at least. It has caused a good many per- 
sons to read up about the great master of German literature, and not 
a few English-speaking people to actually read his works. Of course, 
we have been treated to a lot of pretentious talk about Goethe and 
Schiller anent the celebration, but even the people who cram them- 
selves to create the impression that they have communed for years 
with the twin literary geniuses of the Teutonic race cannot have failed 
to learn something.

A Too Narrow Program. 


The Contra Costa Improvement Association is making an ener- 


getic effort to get the University farm located in the Walnut Creek 
region, a most favorable and attractive one by the way. This effort 
is commendable, but it seems to be misdirected in one particular. It 
is proposed to center all effort on one suggested site. 
Now the 


members of the Improvement Association are not to be the judges a* 
to what constitutes the most available site for a farm to be devoted 
to experimental agriculture in connection with scholastic training. 
There is a committee created by law to make the selection, and this 
committee will jio doubt be largely guided by the suggestions of 
Professor Hilgard, head of the Agricultural Department of the 
versity, and his subordinates. 


Under the circumstances, the best thing for the Contra Costa 


people to do is to show the committee aH the goods they have 'to 
offer, and allow the committee to canvass the merits of different 
tracts. It is not wise to restrict the selection to Hobsoo's choice. 


In giving this advice THE TRIBUNE is not to be construed 


as advocating the Walnut Creek section, or any ether section for 
that matter, as the most fitting location for the University farm. So 
far as \\e are able to judge the Walnut Creek section b admirably 
adapted to furnish the site of the propoeed farm, but there are other 
equally good localities in this vicinity. For instance, it would be 
hard to find a better location than the region surrounding Haywards 
and Niles, where available sites can easily be obtained, with rapid 
transit facilities already in operation. 


This paper has studiously refrained from becoming the champion 


of any particular locality, having from the first consistently held to 
the theory that the farm should be located as near to the University 
as conditions will permit, leaving the gentlemen having the matter 
in charge to make the selection in accordance with their ideas and 
the requirements of the law and the University. Our Contra Costa 
neighbors have our best wishes, though not to the prejudice of the 
Haywards section.

Is Discipline Lax at Berkeley? 


The authorities at Berkeley can best judge for themselves whether 


fhe criticism indulged in by the Sacramento Bee is justified. As a 
whole we do not believe it is justified, though it certainly is in part. 
There is enough ground for the strictures, however, to admonish both 
the faculty and the student body of the University of the necessity 
of paying closer heed to public opinion. It is not wise to permit a 
feeling hostile to the University to generate and grow up in different 
parts of the State. Berkeley is a State institution dependent for 
support on the taxpayers at large, and hence is an object of jeaJous, 
sometimes suspicious, observation. It is always much more in the 
limelight than privately endowed institutions like Stanford, and is 
also under closer view of the San Francisco press. Therefore what- 
ever occurs there to give food for gossip is widely circulated and made 
the subject of critical comment. Says the Bee: 


"Discipline is lax at the State University. The students appear 


to have little fear of the governing body, and do with impunity many 
things which reflect unfavorably upon the institution. Recently it 
was charged that a large number of them had committed the crime 
of illegal voting in a Berkeley election, but save for an investigation 
begun by a student organization nothing seems to have been done 
about it at the University.

She Attributes Her Own Success in Life to Their Good 


Influence—Tells Why They Should Be Formed. 


CLEVELAND, May. 9.—Miss Rose Harriett Pastor, the fiancee- of J. G. Phelps Stokes of New Yorki is a strong 


advocate of working girls' clubs. In all of her speeches to her former shopmates whom she has met since herwisit 
to this city she has advocated their organization and their.hearty support. 


Miss Pastor today said: "I dislike exceedingly to talk for publication, but this is a subject tn which I am 


deeply interested. 
Mr. Stokes agrees with me that in the friendly clubs organized by the working girls lies the 


betterment of their condition. This is not a theory. My own experience has 
most potent influence toward 
removed all doubt in my own mind. My New York lite has not discovered one way of lifting hard-working girls. 
put of their dull, wretched surroundings in a practical manner. I attribute my own success to the friendly 
clubs' influence, of which I was a member while working in the cigar factories of this city. 


"The little literary effort we girls made at that time was sufficient to arouse my thinking powers and opened 


up avenues of thought, really awakening my ambition. If this was true in my case, why should it not be true in 
every girl's case with the same surroundings? Stop and think how these girls are forced to live. 
Their poor 


homes, often 'hungry, and with only the cheap amusements within their power occasionally. I refer to the dances 
and cheap theatrical performances. What is there in pleasure of this sort that will stir the young girl into im- 
proving herself and teach her what there is in life worth living for? Nothing. In a friendly club, made up o£ ~ 
shopmates, the girls may gather once a week, and each brings in her small quota to a social supper. This little 
spread will take all the stiffness out of the gathering. 
The very influence of this companionship is beneficial. 


Then come the little speeches or the reading of papers on- subjects which are interesting to these girls. 


"I remember how I enjoyed preparing my papers when I met with the girls. 
It was a real delight 'to write 


something for some one else to hear, for some one else to comment on. It was my first incentive to write and 
think. Then, too, at these gatherings there 13 an opportunity for some one to address the girls on topics which 
will show them how : to manage their own affairs, how to provide for themselves and tell them what they really 
need. 
There is the trouble. These girls keep within the four walls of their shop, and going from the shop to 


their poor homes, just as their mothers before them aid, how are they to know what they need? In conversation 
with their mates they broaden. What is told them is discussed among themselves, and they understand it. 
These are the reasons why I place so much faith in the usefulnes of the working girls clubs."

Will Be Run to 


Suburban Towns, 


Many Changes Will Be 


lade in Oakland 


and Alameda, 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, May 
9.—The 


sassenger department of the Southern 
Pacific Company announces many im- 
jortant changes in -the suburban serv- 
ce. There will be a twenty minute 
lervice and the last boat will leave at 
::20 a. m. 


The Important thing about the prom- 


sed improvement in the local subur- 
lan service is the fact that it involves 
nore frequent boats and trains through 
iie day and evening, the running of i 
loats nearly an hour later than at 
>resent and an expedited service to the 
:everal suburban communities. It is 
innounced that all boats and trains 
lerving Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda 
ind Pruitvale will tie operated on a 
rwenty-minute- schedule from 5:30 a. 
n. to 7:30 p. m., and on a forty-minute 
ichedule from that hour until 1:20 a. 
n. Additional trains are to be put in 
icrvice, and with a view to expediting 
he handling of the local traffic at the 
lier, where more or less delay is caus- 


ed by the present practice of collect- 
ing tickets as passengers pass through 
the gates, arrangements will be made 
to collect tickets on the trains. 
The 


gates leading to the waiting-rooms at 
the pier will be removed, thus afford- 
ing a free and unobstructed movement 
of the crowds to and from the boats. 


CHANGE IN TRAINS. 


These are not the only features of 


the proposed improvement in the local 
suburban service. 
Two trains, con- 


necting with each boat, will serve Oak- 
land and TYuitvale. The Oakland lo- 


i cal now operated by way of Seventh 
I street will continue to make the regu- 
lar stops from West Oakland as far as 
Oak-street station. 
The Bast Oak- 


land territory and Pruitvale will be 
given a thorough and expedited train 
service by way of Krst street, thus 
saving to the passenger residing In 
that section the delays consequent up- 
on the six stops now made by tine 
local trains in Oakland proper. This 
train to East Oakland and Fruitvale, 


from that point, -will swing around into 
Alameda, gather^ up the travel of the 
Broad Gauge line in that city and con- 
tinue on to :the Ala-meda pier; Simi- 
larly trains -I'rom the Alameda pier, 
connecting 
with 
the Alameda line 


boats, will run out Railroad avenue In 
Alameda, and, instead of Switching and 
returning from the present terminus at 
Park street, will continue on a Fruit- 
vale and back through Oakland by way 
of First street, picking up passengers 
at 
Fruitvale and all Bast Oakland 


points for San Francisco. The opera- 
tion of these trains on the swing or 
horseshoe plan will involve some track 
changes, so that it will be two or three 
weeks before the new suburban service 
can be inaugurated. 
The important thing to be gained 


by this arrangement from the South- 
ern Pacific Company's standpoint, will 
be to relieve the estuary bridge at 
Harrison street of all local traffic, ex- 
cept such Oakland travel as is handled 
by the Webster-street line. 
The di- 


version of all Alameda Broad-Gauge 
travel to the Alameda Mole will great- 
ly simplify the handling of all Alameda 
business, from the company's stand- 
point, and give a faster service to the 
commuter who travels on the Alameda 
B^oad Gauge line. The changes in. the 
suburban train service, so far as they 
affect Oakland, Bast ,Oakland, Fruit- 
vale and Berkeley are 'calculated to 
meet with popular approval as the res- 
idents of those sections will be given a 
twenty-minute 
service, •where they 


now enjoy a half-hourly service, and 
a much later service after midnight. 


FOR ALAMEDA. 


From the standpoint of the Alameda 


resident, 
however, the 
Innovations 


planned In the service of that city are 
not so alluring. Residents of Alame- 
da whose homes are within reach of 
both iroad and narrow gauge trains 
now have the advantage of a fifteen 
minute service, on the two lines. No 
changes are contemplated in the boai 
service to the Alameda pier, and the

route if they so desire, so- that the 
will .have fie trains an hour instead o 
four as at present. 


ELECTRIC PLANS. 


There has been some talk of lat 


that the Southern Pacific might carr 
out' an elaborately prepared plan 
convert the local lines across the ba 
into electric roads, 
plans 
and estl 


mates for which have been, prepare 
by Electrical Ensfineer Babcock. Jadg 
ing- from the elaborate 
preparations 


and many permanent track changes t 
be made for the continuation of the 
present steam lines under .the new 
system of operation, however, It would 
appear that the scheme of an electric 
system across the bay has been aban- 
doned, at least for the present. 


• WHAT GOODMAN SAYS. 


Discussing the 
proposed 
changes 


General Passenger Agent 
Goodman 


said yesterday; 
"The highly desired result of this 


plan will be to remove all traffic from 
the estuary bridge'except the Webster 
street line, and diverting the Alame- 
da broad gauge travel to the,Alameda 
mole. It will also have the 'prahtical 
effect of giving the central portion of 
Oakland a ten-minute service to and 
from the city all day, and a twenty 
minute service till late at night. An- 
other important change will be In the 
collection of tickets on the trains and 
the complete abandonment 
of 
the 


present method 
of gate collections 
at the piers. These gates trill be re- 
moved, thus affording free and easy 
movement ol the crowds to and from 
the boats. As soon as the work of 
construction will permit the track ac- 
commodations the piers will be much 
enlarged so as to aid the readier flow 
o£ travel.

Third—Machines operated by steam 


mnst put out all flres, whether main 
fires under'boiler or pilot -light fires- 
before going on iioat; nor can these 
flres be lighted until the '-machine is 
off the boat at the landing side. Steam 
machines, however, will be permitted 
to'go on and oft the boat under their 
own steam, without flres, provided the 
pressure will permit. Otherwise, they 
must be pushed on and off the boat. 


Fourth—Automobiles will be carried
